“(ili) in the case of dry ready-to-wst casings of sheep and goats, measurement 
of the diameter of the casing after treatment with water for at least fifteen 
rninutes”.

“(c) in the case of dry ready-to-wet casings of sheep end goats, hanks, rings 
or cocoons may be made up of several pieces joined together with adhesive and 
other material which have been duly approved before hand by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser to the FGovernment of India”. 

4, In Schedule I to the said rules, under column 3 relating to “Special char- 
acteristics", — 

(1) against the grade desl^atlon ‘Grade’ I, the existing entry shall be re- 

numbered as Itern ,(i) and after Item (1) as so re-numbered, the 
following Items shall be Inserted, namely. — 

“(ii) total fat streaks shall not exceed 40 per metre, 

(111) the middle of the seam shall be free from fat streaks, and 

(iv) a streak of fat shall not exceed 3 cm. in length and 1 cm. in breadth”; 

(2) against the grade designation ‘Grade II’, in the existing entry, the 

words and figures “not exceeding 60 per metre” shall be Inserted at 
the end; 

(3) against the grade designation ‘Grade III’, In the existing enti^, the 

words and figures "and/or having fat streaks in excess of 60 per 
rnetre” shall be inserted at the end.

the preWous approval of the Central Prcxvldent Fund Commissioner, 
where any amendment is likely to affect adversely the Interests of 
the employees, the Central Provident Fund Commissioner shall, before 
giving his approval, give a reasonable opportunity to the employees 
to explain their point of view.

AWARD 

The Central Government by Its Order No. 2/64/68-LRII dated, New Delhi, th& 
24th July, 1968 passed in exercise of the power conferred by clause (d) of .sub- 
section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 referred the fellowlng 
dispute between the parties above named to this Tribunal for adjudication, 

‘‘Whether the dismissal from service of Shri Binu Dusadh, Trammer, with 
effect from the 19th February, 1968 b.y the management of New Marino 
Cohiery of Messrs New Marine Coal Company (Bengal) Private Limited, 
Post Office Kusunda, District Dhanbad was iustifl^? If not. to what 
relief is the workman entitled?" 

2. The said order was received by this Tribunal on 20th August, 1068 The 
written statement on behalf of the workmen was filed on 8th October, 1968 and 
the written stateme;it-cum-rejoindor on behalf of the employers was filed on 17th 
October, 1968. 

8- The concerned workman was an emplo.yee of the Kirkend Colliery which was 
taken over in 1967 by the management of Messrs New Marine Coal Co. (Bengal) 
Private Ltd. 

4. In para 2 of the workmen’s written statement it has been said that the work- 
man concemecl had been working as a Pump/Tugger Khalasl continuousl.y tiil be 
was reverted to the post of the underground trammer by the new management 
sometime after its take over In 1967 and that he took up the work of the under- 
ground trammer under protest. The employers have stated in their written state- 
ment-cMm-Tejoinder that the workman' concerned worked as a Pump/Tugger 
Khalashi against casual vacancies but that he was paid wages of a trammer which 
was liis substantive post and they have denied that he was reverted to the post 
of R trammer by the new management sometime after the take over in 1967 or that 
there was 303- protest by him. 

5. It is the common case that the workrnan concerned took his annual leave 
from 8th .fanuary, 1968 and after the expiry of the leave period reported for duty 
on 16th Januar.v. 1968. According to the workman, he was not allowed tn join 
his duty in the post of the underground trammer on 16th January, 1968 and he was 
verbally asked by the Colliery Manager to Join work as surface trammer. The em- 
plo.yers' version Is that when the workman concerned returned from leave on 16th 
January, 1568 there was no work of trammer underground due to reduced working 
and that, therefore, he was provided with the trammers’ job on the surface, 

6. According to the workmen, the workman concerned immediately pointed out 
that if he worked as trammer on the surface that would adversely affected him; 
howe^'er, on being assured by the manager that it was just for a week and that 
his interest would not be adversely affected, he .joined as a surface trammer. This 
part of the workmen’s story has been categorically denied by the employers in their 
written statement. 
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7. It has been stated in para 5 of the woekmon’s statement that contrary to 
the assurance given by the Manager on Kith January, 1968, the workman con- 
cerned was not allowed to work as an underground trammer from the next 
week commencing from 22nd January, 1968 and that he was forced to continue 
to work as a surface trammer. According to the management, as no assurance 
was given by the Manager on 16th January, 1968 or on any other date, the 
question oi forcing the workman concerned to work as trammer on the surface 
docs not arise. 

8. The genesis of the present dispute is an incident that took place on 27th 
January. 1 l 68. The version of the workmen about this incident as given in 
para 6 of their statement Is as follows: “That on 27th January, 1968 the work- 
man was paid less amount than his usual earnings as the underground allow- 
ance was deducted by the management. When the workman (concerned) went 
to represent his grievances to the Manager, he was badly treated, turned out 
of the office and was assaulted b.y some of the stooges of the management right 
In front of the colliery oITice. The version of the management, as given in para 7 

of their statcment-cum-rejoinder, is as follows; — “ that since 

Shri Dus'had did not work as a trammer underground he was not entitled to 
any underground allowance and as such the allegation of deduction from the 
earnings is baseless. The allegatioh that he was badly treated and was assault- 
ed when he went to represent nis grievances to the manager are false 

and baseless and are denied”. 

9. It i.s stated In para 7 of the workmen’s statement that thereafter the 
management instead of doing justice to the workman concerned suspended him 
with effect from 29th January, 1968 by a letter embodying the charge-sheet, 
dated 2r'th January, 1968 charging him with disorderly behaviour and that the 
workman in hi.s reply denied the charge stating the correct facts. 

10. As to the enquiry on the basis of the charge-sheet the version of the work- 
men as given in para 8 of their statement is as follows: "That the manage- 
ment proposed to hold an enquiry on 5th Felbuary, 1968. But there was no 
enquiry worth the name, and neither any witness was examined in the work- 
mans’ presence nor the workman was allowed any reasonable and prop'cr 
opportunity of his defence. The Enquiry Officer took the statement of the work- 
man and concluded the enquiry. Thus there was no just and proper enquiry 
at all”. 

11. The version of the management, as given in para 10 of their statement 
is as follows: “That a departmental enquiry was held on 5th February, 1968 
in presence of Shri Binu Dushad when he was given full chance and opportu- 
nity to cros.s-examine the managements’ witness and to produce the defence 
witnesses. That it may be mentioned that Shri Binu Dushad refused to put 
his thumb impression or signature on the statement of the managements’ wit- 
nesses taken before him excepting his own statement. He however did not 
produce any witness in his defence”. 

12- The primary thing for consideration is whether the workman concerned 
got adequate opportunity to defend himself to cross-examine the witnesses 
examined by the management and to produce his own witness. The Manager 
of the colliery has examined himself. He says in his examination-in-chief that 
a departmental enquiry was held into the chargesheet by P. S. Sinha, the than 
Assistant Manager of the colliery on 5th February, 1E68, that he was present 
at the enquiry proceeding, that the enquiry proceedings were written out by 
the enquiry officer in his presence, that he signed after his deposition had been 
recorded by the enquiry officer, that F. M. Jha and Dip Narayan Pathak deposed 
as witne.ssGs at the enquiry on behalf of the management, and that the work- 
man concerned gave his thumb impression in his presence during the course of 
the enquiry proceeding. 'The only suggestion made to him in cross-examina- 
tion was that the enquiry proceeding from pages 1 to 7 were not genuine and 
he categoricajlv denied the suggestion There was particularly no cross-exami- 
nation as to that part of the deposition of the manager which deals with the 
factum Of the departmental enquiry, 

13. The workman concerned as WWl has admitted in his cross-examination 
that he was asked to attend the enquiry proceedings, that he deposed on his 
behalf, that he did not produce any defence witness and that to his knowledge 
the enquiry was conducted. He has further stated that he does not know if 
the manager or F. M. Jha or B. N. Pathak deposed at the enquiry for the 
management. He did not produce any defence witness says he, as he was not 
asked to do so. 
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14. The evidence ol the manager leaves no room lor doubt that the depart- 
mental enquiry did take place on 5th February, 1988, that the workman concerned 
took part in the enquiry, that three witnesses Including the manager deposed 
on behalf of the management and that the workman concerned was the only 
witne.ss examined on his behalf. The documentary evidence clearly shows that 
the workman was given evei’y opportunity to defend himself and to cross- 
examine the witnesse.s on behalf of the management. The enquiry nrpceedings 
have been marked as Ext, M6. Ext. M6(2) is the endorsement at the end of 
Ihe manager's deposition by the enquiry officer to the following effect; “Sri 
Binu Dushad was explained the contents of the above statement in Hindi 
and he was asked to cros.s-examine the manager. He declined to put any 
que.stion and also declined to pul his signature or thumb impression”. Ext. 
M6(5) shows that Binu Dushad refused to cross-examine F, M. Jha and Ext. 
M6(8) .show.s that he also refu.scd to cross-examine Dip Narain Pathak, Ext. 
MG (10) is another endorsement on the enquiry proceedings (Ext. MG) over the 
thumb impression of Binu Dushad and the signature of the enquiry officer, it 
runs thus; “The reply I have given in reply to charge sheet issued to me is 
my statement and nothing more I have to add. And I have no witness to produce 
in my defence”. 

15. From Exts. M6 series it is clear that though Binu Dushad was given 
full opportunity to cross-examine the witnesses of the management and to pro- 
duce his own witnesses, he did not avail of that opportunity. The facts stated 
in his reply lo the charge sheet should have been narrated before the enquiry officer, 
because the enquiry officer was not expected to know the contents of the reply 
given by Binu Dushad to the management. It is for this reason that the en- 
quiry oificcr did not ask the management to cross-exarnine Binu Dushad. 
There is nothing in the enquiry proceedings to show the management was 
asked to cross-examine Binu Dushad. 

16. From the evidence on record I am satisfied that a proper departmental 

enquiry was held and that Binu Dushad was given adequate -opportunity to 
defend himself. Mr. Burman, appearing on behalf of the workman argues that 
Binu_ Dushad was examined not on 5tb February. 1968 but on 8th February, 1968. 
and in support of this argument he refers to the dates given in the enquiry pro- 
ceedings at the end of the deposition of Benu Dushad. Those two dates have 
been marked as Exts. M6(10) and M6(ll). According to him, these t\vo dates 
as written by the enquiry officer, should be read as 8th February, 1968 and not 
5th February, 1968, But I have no doubt in my mind that these two dates are 

5th February. 1968 and not Dlh February, 1968, Moreover, it has been admitted 

in the written statement of the workmen that the management proposed to hold 
an enquiry on 5th February, 1968. It is not t'he workmen’s case that Binu 
Dushad attended the enquiry not on the date proposed but on some other date. 
Therefore, there i.s no sub, stance in the argument of Mr. Burman that Binu 
Dushad was examined on 8th February, 1968, whereas the witnesses on behalf 
of the management were examined, if at all, on 5th February, 1968. 

17. The enquiry officer submitted a report to the manager containing the 

result of his enquiry. The report lias been marked as Ext. M7. He discussed 

the evidence in details. He also took into consideration the reply given be Binu 

Dushad in reply to the charge sheet. He found him guilty of the charge of 
disorderly conduct levelled against him. His finding could in no way be said 
to be perverse and it wa^ supported by the evidence on record. I cannot go 
behind the findng ivhich is fair and fully supported by evidence. 

18- In the written statement of the workmen, the management and its officials 
have been accused of disorderly behaviour and arbitrary actions; but these charges 
against the management and its officials are not borne out by the materials on 
record. In his reply to the charge sheet (Ext. M2) the workman concerned stated 
as follows: “On 27lh January, 1968 after getting the wages I found that the under- 
ground allowance was not paid contrary to your assurance. I, therefore, went to 
you to again represent my case. But instead of hearing my genuine complaint 
you shouted me down and called the charprasis- Before I could realise what 
happened one Pathak, Jha and Harihar caught hold of me and assaulted me in 
your presence while pushing me out. Outside the office I was again beaten by 
Jha with shoes. Thus I was not guilty of any disorderly behaviour. I went to 
you to represent my grievances In an orderly manner but I was humiliated and 
assaulted In your presence”. Pathak and Jha depos^ at the enquiry proceeding 
in the presence of Binu Du.shad. They categorically denied that they had .a.ssault- 
ed Binu Dushad. But Binu Dushad refused to cross-examine them. Therefore his 
allegation that he was assaulted In the presence of the manager on 27th January, 
-1968 Is baseless. Before this Tribunal Binu Dushad has stated as follows in his 
examination in chief: I went to the manager with only my wages in my hand 
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because the amount was less than my normal wages The manager told me 

that you would get the underground allowance when I was representing my 

case manager called out chaprasis, then Shri Pathak, Pump Khalasl/chaprasi, Jha 
Loadlng-in-Charge and Harihar, ChaprasI came in and pushed me out ot the office 

and I was asaau.ted with shoes by Jhaji " I am not inclined to attach any 

importance to this part of his evidence as he failed to lead evidence on thi^ point 
before the domestic tribunal, where every opportunity was given tc him to defend 
himself and to cross-examine the witnesses of the management Where an enquiry 
is fairly conducted the charge-sheeted workman cannot be allowed to improve his 
case before the Tribunal, In this connection reference may be made to th'* follow- 
ing observation of the Supreme Court in Tala Oil Mills Co, v. Its t^orkmen, 
(1984) II L.L.J. 113 at 119: ‘ Bui if the enquiry has been faily conducted, it means 
that all reasonable opportunity has been given to the employee to prove his case 
by leading evidence. In such a case, how can the court hold that merely because 
the witnesses did not appear to give evidence In support of the employees' case, he 
should be allowed to lead such evidence before the industrial tribunal? If this 
plea is upheld, no dome.slic enquiry would be ellective and in every case, the matter 
would have to be tried afresh by the industrial tribunal. 


10- The plea of victimisation and unfair labour practice taken by the workman 
In their ’,vritten statement is not supported by the materials on record. Moreover, 
before the domestic tribunal no such plea was taken. This plea was not taken by 
Binu Duahad even In his reply to the charge-sheet. 


20. Mr. Burman on behalf of the workmen was anxious to establish that he 
was underground trammer and that he was entitled to Ret underground allowance 
even when he worked on; the surface. But even assuming that he was paid less 
than what was his due and that he was unjustly disallowed underground allowance, 
that was no justification for his disorderly conduct before the Manager. 

21. The employer have adopted the model standing order for the coal-mining 
Industry. Standing Order No. 18(iv> laying down the duty of the punishing autho- 
rity reads as follows: 

“In awarcflng punishment under the standing order, the authority awarding 
punishment shall take Into account the gravity of the misconduct, the 
previous record, if any, of the workmen and any other extenuating 
Or aggravating circumstances that may exist”. 


In the instant ca.se the gravity of the misconduct has duly been taken Into con- 
sideration. It Is not easy to appreciate the meaning of the expres.sion “the previous 
record, if any”. Difficulty i.s created by the words “if any”. An employee who 
has served for .some time rnust have a previous record; then, what Is the signi- 
ficance of the qualifying words “If any”. These words imply that there may be an 
employee without any previous record- Next question that presents itself is; 
previous record of what is to be taken Into consideration? Is it the previous record 
of misconduct, or the previous record of meritorious conduct? Then, for what 
purposes are extenuating cr aggravating circumstances to be taken into considera- 
tion? Is it for awarding any punishment at all, or for awarding severe or light 
punishment? In my opinion, it Is very difficult to find satisfactory answers to the 
various questions indicated above. This rule, in any event, appears to be recom- 
mendatory, rather than mandatory, in.spite of the use cf the word “shall”. An 
employer Is entitled to punish, whenaver the alleged misconduct Is established. It 
is for the employer to decide what kind of punishment is to be awarded, severe or 
light In my opinion, a punishment awarded on proof of a misconduct is net liable 
to ha set aside simply on the ground that there Is nothing in record to show that 
the punishing authority has taken Into consideration the previous record of the 
employee and other extenuating or aggravating circumstances Standing order 
No 18(i) provides that a workman may be suspended or fined or his increnaent may 
be stopped or he may be demoted or di.smissed without notice, If he is found to 
be guilty of misconduct. In my opinion it Is not for the Tribunal to say that in a 
particular case the employer instead of dismissing the employee should have award- 
ed him a less severe punishment. Hence in the instant} case the order of aismissai 
cannot be challenged cn the ground that the punishment is too severe. 


22 The above discussion leads to the conclusion that the dismissal from service 
of Blnu Dusadh from the t9th February, 1968 by the management of New Marine 
colliery of Messrs New’ Marine Coal Co, (Bengal) Private Ltd-, was justified and 
that the workman concerned ,1s not entitled to any relief. I award accordingly. 
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23. Let a ccpy ol this award be forwarded to the Central Government under 
section 16 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1047.

AWARD 

By an order No. 8/183/70-LRII dated 10th November, 1970 the Government 
of India has referred the following industrial dispute to this Tribunal for 
adjudication: — 

Dispute 

‘■Whether the management of North Chirimiri Colliery is iustlfled in not 
granting sick leave with full wages for 15 days in a year to its work- 
men? If not, to what relief are the workmen entitled?” " 

The Central Wage Board recommended that all the workmen would be entitled 
to 15 days leave in a year on full pay or 30 days in a year on half pay with a 
right to accumulate sick leave for a period of 60 days and 120 days respectively 
in the entire period of service. The workmen alleged that the employer granted 
15 days sicl; leave with full pay to the workmen of this colliery upto 19G8 and 
then all of a sudden switched over to a new system of allowing only 30 days sick 
leave on half pay. While changing the service conditions the management did 
not. according to the workmen, care to follow the provisions of the Industrial' 
Disputes Act and gave np notice under Section 9A of the Industrial Disputes^ 
Act. According to the workmen, the Central Wage Board also said that where 
there were provisions for sick leave more favourable than what was recommend- 
^ by the Wage Board they should be binding on it and thus the management 
disregarded this recommendation and deprived the workmen of their long enjoyed 
benefits. The workmen claimed the restoration of the existing benefits. 

The employers contended that the recommendations of the Wage Board i.s only 
recommendatory and cannot be equated with the terms of service conditions 
between the employers and the workmen. The employers also alleged that the 
new system of sick leave was in tune with the long past practice of the colliery. 
Even though at the time of initial implementation of the Wage Board recom- 
mendation the employers adopted the system of 15 days sick leave in a year on lull 
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pay they reverted to the old system after giving due notice on 15th January. 
1969. The employers have also sought to justify the adoption of the system 
of giving 30 days sick leave in a year on half pay. 

The parties have now settled the matter amicably. Tne employers and their 
workmen represented b.y M. P. Colliery Workers Federation, Chirimiri and Azad 
Koila Shramik Sabha, Jhagrakhand Colliery have arrived at a compromise. It 
gives the worlrmen the right to sick leave upto a maximum of 10 da.ys on full pay 
and thereafter 10 days sick leave on half pay in a calendar year. This sick leave 
is to be availed of only for sickness beyond 24 hours duration. Sick leave for 
sickness in the colliery is to be .granted only when the application is support^ 
by the certificate of the Colliery Medical Officer or by the Medical Officer Incharjje 
of Regional Hospital Kurasia. In the case of sickness away from the colliery 
while on privilege or other leave; the workman is to be entitled to a sick leave 
for a maximum of 10 days only with half pay per year for all workmen provided 
that the application for sick leave is supported by a certificate from a Registered 
Medical Practitioner and the Mukhiya Surpanch of the Gram Panchayat at village 
Union Board. Total leave to which a worker is entitled in the event of sickness 
at Colliery is to be 10 days with full pay followed by 10 days with half pay. The 
entitlement of 10 days half pay may be availed of upon completion of necessary, 
requirement outside the colliery also. This scheme of sick leave shall have effect 
from 1st .January, 1971 

The compromise is .just, fair and proper for both the parties. An award is, 
therefore, made in terms of the compromise, which shall form part of the award. 
Two copies of the same coippromise have been filed — one between the Management 
and Azad Koila Shramik Sabha and the other between the Management and the 
M.P. Colliery Workers Federation. The two copies of the same compromise are 
Annexures I and 11 to the award. As agreed to between the parties they will bear 
their own costs. Let the Award be sent to the Government.
